Usefulness of the Molf. 


In its insatiable 
hunger iies the 


value of the mole. 
Though it feeds 


large)) OD earthworms, it does not con- 
Hue itself to such prey, but devours 
many subterranean lante which are in- 
jurious to tbe crops. 
Kspeeiallv does it 


Wage war ngainst the terrible larva' of 
the cockchafer, railed, par excellence, 
the Grub, and someuines known as the 
white worm. 


This creature passes three years below 


the ground, devouring the roots of the 
vegetation; and when it attains its per- 
fect state, eats the leaves of trees. The 
mole also eats the wireworm, a "name 
of fear" to tbe whoat-jrrower. llesides, 
the greater part of the buried pnpie 
which it discovers and eats are injurious 
to the crops; and tbe mole, instead of an 
enemy, is a distinct benefactor to man. 


I lately met with an unexpected eon- 


lirmmioii of this statement. In the 
course of niy leetnring tours, I some- 
times II nd myself at Hull, and on one 
oeeasion met several" large land-owners 
at dinner. The conversation turned on 
moles and their iniquitous depredations. 
Of course I took up tho cudgel for the 
mole, and with a fair amount of success. 
Some one mentioned that within a few 
miles there was a well-known field 
which had once .-.wanned with moles, 
and was notable for the steady crops 
which it produced annually. 
It has 


pa-Mid into the hands of another pro- 
prietor, who had the moles destroyed, 
and the lield was ever afterward as 
barren :is it had been prolific. 


I need not say that at die fir-t oppor- 


tunity I vKiteil the lield in question, 
and a more hopelvssh rajfgeil and for- 
lorn piece of ground can hardly bo 
imagined. 
Findin<r thai there was a 


re-idem fanner who knew alltheeir- 
eiiin-taiiee.'., and who never allowed 
moles to be killed on his own land, I 
lost no lime in making his acquaintance. 
I lew as very kind in giving the requisite 
information, which w;us so valuable that 
I nskeil him to put it on paper for the 
benefit of the British farmer. So I here 
pi e-ent it to the reader;

ing the soil 
It must be remembered 


that the ront.s of trees and plants need 
air. and all cultivators know how neces- 
sar\ it is to Itiusen the earth round a 
phinl should it be caked. 


The third use is. that in its search 


after prey, it is perpetually bringing 
fresh and fertile earth from below pul- 
MTmng it, and throwing it on the sur- 
face, where it act.s as an invaluable top- 
dressiujr. 


It is only ru accordance with human 


nature that agriculturists pay to have 
the <rnib aud wireworm killed, and to 
have the fields drained, to have tho soil 
loosened, and to put a top-drcasiug on 
the surfaoe, and then pay men to kill 
the moles, who do all this work for 
nothing.—licv. J.

Rat-Proof Corn Cribs. 


Our crib was built on posts, the bot- 


tom about two feet from the ground. It 
1ms poplar slats on the sides. 
The rats 


gnawed through the pine floor and pop- 
lar slaU tin: first winter, and destroyed 
a gre.it dea-1 of corn, so I lined tbe crib 
with hemlock, planks, six inches wide. 
I also covered the floor and sealed the 
ceiling with the same material, placing 
the planks about one-fourth of an inch 
apart; and not a rat has found way into 
that crib since 
Mice, however, go 


theie at will. 
They soctu to be able to 


gnaw hemlock, but rats can't. 1 am 
satisfied that a crib can be built that will 
be rat and mice proof, arid \ will de- 
scribe how it can be done. 
It is always 


better to set a crib about two feet oft 
the ground, on posts or stones, as may 
be desired, so that the air can pass 
freely under it. Lay the lloor of hem- 
lock or poplar or yellow pine, the 
planks four or five, or even six inches 
wide, and let them be laid at least one 
inch apart, so that the air can pass up 
through the corn. Cover tho lloor with 
woven wire, with meshes that the mice 
oan t pass through. 
Poplar will bo 


good enough for the slata (pine rots too 
i|iiiekly). 1'ut them on, say, one inch 
apart; then nail on the inside of the 
studding woven wire sufficiently stron<; 
to resist the pressure of the corn, and 
with meshes of a si/,e that a mouse can't 
pass through. Then nail woven wire to 
tho cross pieces overhead. This wire- 
cloth need uot be made of heavy wire; 
neither should that which is laid on the 
lloor. 
This kind of a crib will be rat 


and mouse proof, and let in more air 
than any other kind that I know of. It 
will cost considerable at first, but will 
keep corn well and dry, and the extra 
cost will, in a few years, be fully re- 
turned by always having the corn 
clean, nice and sound, if not put in 
Loo damp. — Cor. Prairie. Farmer.
